It is just as easy to clean up the break­ 
fast and dinner table and brush up the 
floor at once after the meal and darken 
the room as it is unwise to let the table 
stand in the glare of light to invite the 
flies.

ened. 
No hot foods or meats that will 
attract flies should stand in this wuy, 
but should be kept hot on a plate s«*t in 
hot water, covered with an inverte<l 
bowl ami left in the oven.

be insisted nixni and the fooil ot thn« 'e 
who are late is set aside to keep %\ arm 
without waiting for tl« iD, it will save 
the house from the presence of maiiv 
flies and help to keep the routine of 
I work in order. 
The garbage pail and cleaning clothes 
are a fruitful cause of the presence of 
flies. 
The only garbage bucket that 
should be tolerated is a covered one. 
The buckets for this purpose are nnwle 
of galvaniz» *d iron, with a cover. This 
j bucket should be 
1 aoda and boiling water systematically 
1 on the inside and outside and thor­ 
oughly rinsed. There is no excuse f(» r 
the presence of dishes of uncovered food 
I of any kind in the kitchen. As soon as 
j fruit is brought iu it should be covered 
aud set away. The habit of covering 
fruit with a wire cover while it is be­ 
ing prepared for the table will save the 
house from the preseuoe of many of 
those useful but annoying little scaven­ 
gers. 
In short, make aud keep all your 
^ premises as clean as possible before you 
hang up fragrant clusters of bush clo­ 
ver to drive away the flies or put up 
wire screens, aud neither expedient will 
be iieeciful unless always the near pres­ 
ence of neighbors who are less careful 
necessitates the screens. — Philadelphia 
Times.

It is useless to put up screen doors at 
the entrances and at the windows to 
shut out flies if you invite them by 
negligence of the laws of cleanliness. 
It is just as easy to clean up the break­ 
fast and dinner table and brush up the 
floor at once after the meal and darken 
the room as it is unwise to let the table 
stand in the glare of light to invite the 
flies. 
If the table must w ait for those 
who are not punctual to their meals, it 
should 
be 
carefully covered w ith a 
square of cheesecloth and the room dark- i 
eued. 
No hot foods or meats that w ill 
attract flies should stand in this way, 
but should be kept bot on a plate set in 
hot water, covered w ith ail inverted 
bowl and left in the oven. 
If the habit 
of sitting down to the table punctually 
be insisted upon and the food of those 
w’ho are late is set aside to keep warm 
withnnt w aifing for tliero, it w ill save 
the house from the presence of many 
flies and help to keep the routine of 
work in order. 
The garbage pail and cleaning clothes 
are a fruitful cause of the presence of 
flies. 
The only garbage bucket that 
should be tolerated is a covered one. 
The buckets for this purpose are made 
of galvanized irou, w ith a cover. 
This 
bucket should be scrubbed out w ith sal , 
soda and boiling water system atically 
on the inside aud outside and thor­ 
oughly rinsed. 
There is no excuse for 
the presence of dishes of uncovered food 
of any kind in the kitchen. 
As soon as 
fruit is brought in it should be covered 
aud set away. 
The habit of covering 
fruit w ith a wire cover w hile it is be­ 
ing prepared for the table w ill save the 
house from the presence of many of 
those useful but annoying little scaven­ 
gers. 
In short, make and keep all your 
premises as clean as possible before you 
hang up fragrant clusters of bush clo 
ver to drive away the flies or put up 
w ire screens, aud neither expedient w ill 
be needful unless alw ays the near pres­ 
ence of neighbors who are less careful 
necessitates the screens.— Philadelphia 
Times.

“ During the hot months the 
home is much more livable if artificial 
beat can be cut down to the minimum. 
Use the stuve early in the morning, 
prepare certain foods that w ill keep 
w ell and avoid the necessity of a big fire 
during the rest of the day. 
Bare floors 
are very much more pleasant iu summer 
than straw m atting, although the latter 
is preferable to carpets or rugs. 
Whew 
one can command a water supply the 
house is measurably cooled by reducing 
the temperature of the pavement aud 
grounds around by copious sprinklings. 
A goodly stream of new air should bo 
allowed to sweep through the entire 
house morning and evening. 
The Hot 
air of midday w ill condense quickly en 
cold walls and caus* mold or dampness, 
consequently it should not be allow* d 
to enter any portion of the house. 
AU 
the rooms in the house should be kept 
scrupulously clean aud neat. 
“ If the outside temperature is not ap­ 
preciably lower at night than during 
the day, it is almost impossible to keel 
sufficiently comfortable to obtain neces­ 
sary rest. 
The sleeping rooms m ay b* 
cooled by placing in the center of each 
a tub two-thirds full of cool or, better, 
ice w’ater. 
This w ill absorb the heat of 
the room in a few hours and w ill be 
found particularly helpful where there 
are children. If the heat continues dnr 
ing the night, the changing of the water 
w ill preserve an even temperature in 
the room. 
Air your cellars at night 
when it is possible. 
Close them at 9 in 
the morning, and they w*ill be cool aud 
dry tile entire summer. 
Exceptions to 
this rule are on w indy days, as the rapid 
motion of the air does not allow* con­ 
densation. 
Keep the cellar perfectly 
clean and 
fresh. 
Frequent coats of 
whitewash with plenty of lim e axe of 
the greatest value in sum m er.”

Pour water on tea and let it 
stand 15 minutes.
